Almost a Ehlpwreck A Philndelphin Ronod
Vessel Moets with Many Diensters—-A Niady
for a Thrillisa Sea Novel.

A few doys since the bark John Williamson,
communded by Captain James Robertson, ar-
rived at this port after a fearfully disastrous and
most distressing voyage from Liverpool, The
veseel s schooner rigged, and Is of 250 tons
burden, British measurement. She left Liver-

ol for Philadelphia on the 15th of Jast Novem-
wr. Mer (:MIO was consigned to Messrs. Pen-
rone, Massey & Co. A severe but variable storin
prevalled from the vory first moment of her de-
parture. Ehe Put into Holyhend bay for repairs,
on the Hth of December, These being com-

leted, a steam-lug attempted to tow her

sen, and In so dolng eollided with
the vessel, brenking the planks on the starboard
side, twisting some of the iron rods belonging
te the lower rigglog, and opening some of the
seams. These damages belog temporarily re-
paired, the vessel put to sea, whon, on the 50th
of December, during a heavy gale, a terrific sen
broke over and completely ¢ ifed her. The
wind purst the main salls, and the heavy sea
tore away the bulwarks, and set everything on
deck which was at all movable adrift. The wire-
stays of the topmasts parted on the 5th of

January, and on the same day the sea again

breke over the vessel both fore and aft, again

injuring the bulwarks and starting several tim-
bers, In consequence of these injuries the ship
began to leak badly, and the men had Lo be con-
siantly kept at the pumps.

WammneTon, Feb, 18.—An offlcial document
from Recrotary Boutwellwas lald before the Sonata
to-day, in reply to a resolutlon ansking how
mueh of the appropriation of $108,000 has been
expended for defending certain suits now pend-
ing in the Court of Claims known as the cotton
cases.

FORTY.FIRST SESSION-SECOND TERDM.

Wasnixaron, Feb., 18.—Mr. Sumner for-
warded to the Clerk and bhad read a telegram
he had received from the Governor of Nebraska,
announcing the ratification of the fifteenth
amendment by the Leglslature of that Btate,
with but five dissenung votes.
